DEATH OF J UDGE WELTY. 
In the death of J udge W elly , whose 
funeral takes place to-morrow afternoon, | 
another old ’’landmark,” so to speak, in 
the history of Dix on and Lee county , has i 
passed away . 
For a man who had so 
•trong a character; such marked ability 
for business, and strict integrity , it would 
appear to those who knew Dav id Welt$ 
that the brief and formal notice of his 
death that appeared in the E v ening T e l­ 


eg r aph y esterday was not what is due to 
such a man from a public journal. 
So 
we thought, in our haste, and therefore we 
write this in way of apology . 
J udge 
Welty for many y ears was known as a 
prominent citizen of Dix on and Lee coun­ 
ty ; held offices of public trust, where 
hundreds of thousand of dollars were in 
his hands, and where great temptation 
for speculation— ev en without injury to 
the public serv ice, sav e in ex ample— 
would arise; but those who knew the 
man would not hav e had the impudence or 
temerity tohinttoliim concerning a prop­ 
osition of using his public office for per­ 
sonal gain in any way whatev er. 
While 
it is true that “ an honest man is the no­ 
blest work of God;” still there are men 
who hav e not the good sense alway s to 
curry out that principle though possessing 
a wish to do so; but Dav id 
Welty 
was a roan who knew enough to be hon­ 
est. 
He was a man who dispised mean­ 
ness in whatev er shape it came, and he 
had that force of character which aided 
him in refusing his recognition coming in 
any shape it might. 
Aa an indication of 
“ how strong he was armed in honesty ” 
T he T eleg r aph can not better illustrate 
his character than by relating one of his 
official acts: A sa requisite for admis­ 
sion to the bar a certificate of “ good 
moral character” was then as now requir­ 
ed by the law student from the County 
J udge. 
A man of doubtful reputation 
from o d c of the towns in the county un­ 
dertook to smuggle in as a lawy er, no par­ 
ticular ex amination as to qualification 
was required ia those day s and a part of 
the general plan of the trick of which we 
speak was that of securing the required 
certificate by lakiug the court by storm. 
TUe 
would-be-lawy er 
sent to 
J udge 
Welty 's house late at night and requested 
his presence at the office. When the court 
Arriv ed the business was not v ery impor 
tant and, in fact, only that of a certificate 
of good moral character for the party in 
waiting. 
J udge Welty , probably not in 
a good humor, immediately wrote and 
signed the following: 
“ I do hereby cer­ 
tify th at 
is a man of character;” 
and with it the would-be-lawy er departed 
for Ottawa. 
The fact that he took such 
a paper was sufficient ev idence that he 
was not a fit man to hav e a better one. 
When a courier returned with the docu­ 
ment and suggested to J udge Welty that 
he had omitted the essential words “ good 
moral,” which were required to make the 
certificate of any av ail, the court firmly 
informed him that it was just as he intend­ 
ed it should be. 
It was, we believ e, after 
J udge Welty had retired from office that 
the bar was disgraced with an unworthy 
member. 
He was an officer who in all 
sincerity looked upon a “ public office as 
a public trust” and his entire course in 
all the y ears that he serv ed the people 
was marked by a determination to hew 
to that line. 
For sev eral y ears he has 
been in v ery feeble health, and it has been 
many y ears since he retired from activ e 
business. 
Those who hav e known him 
only in the last decade knew not the man 
of whom we hav e written. 
The four 
score y ears, aided by an impared health 
in early y outh, ended his day s of useful­ 
ness about the time suggested. 
Since 
then he has not been in any way the 
J udge Welty of other day s. 
He was a 
remarkable man in many respects and we 
shall not, taking him all in all, “ look up 
and on his like again. ” We knew him well 
honored and respected him for the sterl. 
ing qualities of head and heart that were 
characteristic of the man. 


—The ice, in quite heav y masses, now 
hanging from the ev es of the 
Opera 
House block, is liable to fall on the heads 
of people walking on the side walk and 
the result might be injury or death. 
It 
will not be a cold day when such an 
accident is liable to occur, for the reason 
lhat warm sun is required to thaw and 
losen the ice. 
Any person who will take 
a look at those heav y ice cones hang­ 
ing ov er tho side-walk will understand 
our meaning. 
We do not know whose 
business it is to look after the matter, but 
it certainly should be attended to by the 
Opera House managers *or the City Au 
thorities. 
The side walk should be clear­ 
ed of people and the Ice remov ed from 
the com ace of the building. 


OUR HENNEPiN. 


An Iowa citizen 
interested in the 
Hennepin canal project, spoke as follows 
to a Chicago J ournal reporter: 
“ Mr. W. R. Anthony , of Commanche, 
Iowa, who takes a deep interest in the 
Hennepin Canal was in the city to-day , 
and while in conv ersation with a report­ 
er of the J ournal on the adv antages of 
that enterprise to the country , and its 
claims for an appropriation from Con­ 
gress for the construction of the canal 
said: 
“ While we think Congress ought to 
pass a bill for the Hennepin, locating it 
by the most feasible route, we think all 
the reports of the surv ey ors and commis­ 
sion of Engineers appointed by Congress 
are in all respects fsv orable to the Morals 
¿ ’Osier route. 
At the same time, if Con­ 


gress saw fit to locate the terminus at 
Rock Island, in order to giv e us the Hen­ 
nepin canal, we would hav e no objection. 
We feel, howev er, as a mutltr of course, 
that the proper location is at Marais 
d’Osier, but we will leav e that to Con* 
gress or Secretary of War. 
Whei we 
want is Congress to pass a bill authoriz­ 
ing the construction of the Hennepin ca­ 
nal, let the terminus be at Rock I&laad or 
Marais d’Osier. 
Why we are in fetor of 
Marais d’Osier is: That route is least in 
cost; it sav es passing the rapids; it sav es 
thirty miles distance between the Missis­ 
sippi riv er and Chicago, and it i* also 
preferable from the fact that by the Short­ 
ening of the canal the construction of a 
number of locks would be sav e<f* The 
canal would loose no trade by hav lSf its 
terminus at Marais d’Osier rather than at 
Rock Island, because it is impracticable 
for trade to be taken up stream by boats. 
The trade south of Rock Island will go 
by the Illinois riv er without a question. 
And we would loose no trade froit the 
north because there is no other means of 
outlet to reach Chicago ex cept by rail. 
All the steamboat men are down ott Ihe 
Rock Island route on account of the rapids 
and Marais d’Osier has a natural basin 
for the stowing of hoats and v essels. 
At 
v ery little ex pense a natural harbor could 
be made. 
The engineering difficulties 
would be much less by Marais d’Osier 
route. 
It bas on one side a natural bank 
for the construction of a harbor. It looks 
to us thut the people hav ing the Henne­ 
pin canal in charge hav e done a great deal 
of injury to the success of the enterprise 
by so positiv ely urging the building of 
the caual at Rock Island. 
I am fully sat­ 
isfied that Congressmen interested would 
hav e worked more for the canal had that 
feature not been in the way . 
Our hope 
of seeing tho Hennepin built is based on 
the large surplus in the treasury at the 
present time and the actual necessity , 
frora^a commercial point of v iew, of the 
canal.”

Tho market here is well stocked with ev ery 
thing. 
The price av er iges one-third higher 
than in any northern or western city east of 
the Rocky mou ntains. 
Not only is Wash­ 
ington well prov id ed with restau rants, bu t 
it is equ ally well prov id ed with caterers, 
who bring y ou r meals to y ou r rooms at a 
cost little abov e that charged at restau rants. 
That the mu ltitu d e may not hu nger colored 
men trav erse the principal streets at night 
with baskets of d ev iled and soft shelled 
crab* and bu ckets of hot coffee and » v rv ers 
of rolls.

A Pawnshop for the People. 
While all this talk is on abou t a people’s 
pawnshop I want to say th at here is an op­ 
portu nity for a good ly nu mber of the y ou ng 
men of Chicago to d o a good thing for 
themselv es.

hav e a concern which will loan money on 
miscellaneou s articles of v alu e, and , perhaps 
or*fu rnitu re withou t remov al, at fair rates 
of interest, with none of the robbery or 
rapacity which now d isgraces th at bu siness 
cond u cted in this city by priv ate concerns. 
Su ch an enterprise, managed with skill and 
d iscretion, wou ld su rely be a profitable one. 
It is ju st su ch a bu siness as 200 or 300 y ou ng 
men of Chicago shou ld engage in on the co­ 
operativ e plan, with a sav ings featu re. The 
su ggestion is th at an association be organized 
after the general mod el of the bu ild ing as- 
s x -iations, tho stockhold ers to pay weekly 
d u es on their share*» , and the fu nd s thu s ac­ 
cu mu lating to I» o loaned ou t on the Mont d e 
Piet© or Parisian pu blic pawn shop plan. 
Interest at the rate of 1 per cent a month 
cou ld d ou btless be realized , which wou ld bo 
mu ch bettter for borrowers than tho 2 or 
3 per cent, now charged by tho brokers, 
and still high enou gh to aiford hand some 
retu rns to the inv estors.—Chicago Herald .

The debate on the intor-stat© commerce 
bill was <o t« ' d *«l, as in Jieat© 1 al» ov e, by * he 
time ft v ole was reached ov r elev en hours 
tteing eonsutn * 1 by the senators in giv ing 
their final expressions. 
Hoar aaid the mov e­ 
m ent which had resulted in thi bill was a 
p »} ular ono tw enty yenr* old, an I had hi* 
hearty sym pathy and official support from 
the beginning so far a* it was in fav or of 
cheap iraimportation an i of regulating the 
conduct of the great railroad* in those things 
wh c . j affect the conv enience «>f the people. 
Hh had help» **!, m 18 54, to frame the first im­ 
portant bill on die subject which had passed 
the house of representativ ea. 
That bill had 
encountered tho opposition of the old state’s 
right* doctrine, and of a strict party v ote. 
Ami when ho heard th© other day the sena­ 
tor from K* ntuck y [B *ck ] charge those who 
wanted to mak e the pending legislation just 
nn 1 reasonable as acting in tho interest of 
the railroads he felt lik e replying to him a:, 
tho worthy old deacon replied to the too zeal­ 
ous conv ert, that he had noticed that young 
Christians were a good deal lik e bumble-bees, 
m uch the largest when first hutched. 
His 
objection was to the short-nmldon,, 
haul 
clause and the anti-pooling clause, which he 
thought would strik e down fair competition, 
and were entirely ev il in their import. 
Bhermun, while believ ing that no bill had 
ev er had more general support, both m and 
out of congress, and stating that if his v ote 
would defeat legislation on the subject by 
this congress he would not v ote as be now 
intended, put in an earnest plea for its n 
committal, which he said he would not de­ 
feat action, but produce a better bill, with 
the objectiouablo features eliminated.

Aldrich held that tho fourth > ©lion would 
injuriou ly a» lct t tho western grain growing 
state* by excluding their product* from the 
mark ets of the world, 
and Morri 1 said lus 
judgment was that if the bill should piwq its 
effect on tho Central and Union Pacific rail­ 
ways would be such that the gov ernment 
might as well giv e up the idea of colluding 
the indebtedness of those companies to it, as 
the gov ernment's security for that debt 
would be wholly inv alidated. 
Ingalls made a characteristic sp eech. 
Ho 
declared the bill was a notification to those 
who are duplicating railroad lines that that 
process m ust stop. There were other m atters 
In the bill more fatal than the fourth and 
fifth sections. 
He regretted that he had to 
v ote for the bill, and he thought there were 
m any other senators 
in tho same condition. 
I t was a bill which practically nobody 
wanted, but which ev erybody intended to 
v ote for. 
[M errim ent] It was a bill which 
nobody was satisfied with, but which ev ery­ 
body intended to accept 
[Laughter]. 
Hav ­ 
ing giv en sufficient reasons why he should 
support the bill, he was prepared to yield to 
a motion for its recom m ittal 
Bpooner urged the necessity of m ak ing a 
fa ir effort to im prov e i t 
If, after the effort 
was fairly made, an agreem ent could not be 
had he was willing for ono to try the bill as 
it was. 
Cullom rose to close the debate. He warned 
senators tha t for the last ten years tho peo­ 
ple of the United States had been struggling 
to assert the principle that the gov ernment 
lias the power to regulate commerce. 
If the 
conference report was not agreed to, ho be­ 
liev ed it v ery doubtful if there would be any 
legislation on the subject at this session, 
lie 
had read, among others, a telegram from tho 
liew York board of trade and transportation 
to the effect that there was a substantial con­ 
currence of opinion in tho board that tho 
pending bill was the best measure the coun­ 
try was lik ely to got, aud it should hav e a 
fa ir trial. 
Dawes and Gray stated their objections to 
the bill (which were t he same as those of 
other senator*), while agreeing with its gen­ 
eral purpose,

In te n tio n s o f th e Hand all Wen, 
W ashington 
C itv , Jan. 15. —Tho » Star, in 
a paragraph about the tariff puzzle, reports 
one of Randall’s followers saying tho Itan- 
dall men hav e no notion of turning back or 
abandoning their plans for redacing the in­ 
ternal re v enue, whatev er m ight be tho attitude 
of the Republicans in tho m atter. 
The ab ­ 
sence of Randall from the city, and two or 
three minor m atters that had to be settled, 
prev ented, ho said, the motion to go into 
committee of the whole being made so far, 
but he thought the motion would certainly 
bo made before long. 
If the Republicans 
will not stand by their pretensions of being a 
united protection party then Randall is re ­ 
solv ed to nmk o them show their hand any­ 
how. 
The Randall men are in for it in dead 
earnest now. 
Their bill will probably con­ 
tain more of tho tariff feature than was at 
first contemplated, aud among other things it 
will reduce tho duty on steel rails. 


K leetric L ig hts in th e M o num ent. 
W ashington 
City, Jan. 15.—The electric 
lighting apparatus in the interior of the 
W ashington monument was tested Friday. 
Sev enty-fiv e incaudescent lights, distributed 
at the stairw ay landings, 
were burning. 
Look ing up the shaft from the bottom, with 
these lights burning on either side and bril­ 
liantly illum inating the interior of tho struc­ 
ture for a distance of 500 feet, the effect, was 
suak ing. 
The monument will not be lighted 
regularly until some prov ision is made for 
ruiiumg the elov ator and putting the light­ 
ing apparatus in operation.

AN IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 


In d ian a C o m plicatio ns Sho w No Sig n o f 
U nrav eling — H arriso n N o m inated. 
I n d ian apo lis , Jan. 15.—Tho Republicans 
of the general assembly Friday nom inated 
Benjamin Harrison for re-election to the 
United 
States, by 
acclamation. 
Three 
K nights of Labor representativ es elected by 
the Republicans were not in the caucus. 
In the house in the afternoon Cornelius 
Meagher, of Terre H aute, Democratic K night 
of Labor, was unseated by the m ajority, on 
the ground of ineligibility, it being held that 
his election and qualification os a justice of 
the peace inv alidated, according to tho con­ 
stitution of the state, his election as repre­ 
sentativ e. 
H. C. Dick erson, Republican and 
a K night of Labor, was seated in the place 
of Meagher. 
This ties the joint conv en­ 
tion. 
The m atter of interest in the senate was a 
rem onstrance from tho citizens’ Committee of 
O ne Hundred against the action of the sen­ 
ate in appointing to a senate position John 
Counsehnau, who is under charge of com­ 
plicity in the local election frauds. The rem on­ 
strance was referred. 
Tho agum ent in the lieutenant gov ernor­ 
ship case was not completed Friday. 
It con­ 
tinued during the afternoon until 5 o’clock , 
when the court adjourned. 
A fter a long au i somewhat exciting cau­ 
cus the Democrats of both houses decided to 
ignore the unseating of Meagher or any other 
D em ocrat They m ay push the contests in 
the senate against Republicans, but the prob­ 
abilities point to two joint conv entions, the 
Democrats electing Turpio and the Repub­ 
licans Harrison.

Richm ond, Vs., Jan. 15 .—N ature smiled 
on tho last day on eartl| of T. J. Cluv erius, 
condemned to die on tho gallon*.* for th© m ur­ 
der of tho woman he had seduced. 
Up to 
tho last moment his friends had not ceased 
their effo rts for repriev e or commutation of 
sentence, but the gov ernor was silent and re­ 
fuse« ! to speak tho word that would hav e 
giv en the prisoner a new lease of life. 
The 
weather Friday m orning was as bright and 
balmy as May. 
Cluv erius was early aw ak e, 
hav ing, indeed, slept but little, and tha t little 
without undressing. 
His counsel called on 
him and told him there was no hope, news 
which he r e ­ 
ceiv ed 
w ithout 
emotion of any 
k ind. He passed 
t he 
m orning 
talk ing to 
his 
counsel, and lis­ 
tening 
to 
the 
singing of Mr. 
Frank Cunning­ 
ham , a local v o 
c a lis t w hos e 
forte is religious 
music, and when 
he sang “ How 
Firm a Founda­ 
tion, Ye Saints 
of the Lord,” the 
T. J. c l uv e r ius . 
p r i s on e r was 
much affected. 
As the time for the execu­ 
tion drew near tho other prisoners in tho 
jail, about 400 in num ber, and m ostly ne­ 
groes, chanted their peculiar liyinns with 
almost weird offect. 
A t 11:8 0 the prisoner 
and his counsel, Mr. Ben Crump, had a pri­ 
v ate interv iew, the purport of which is not 
k nown, and a t 1 p. m. Cluv erius was led 
from his cell. 
The gallows was erected in the jail yard, 
an« l tho open space around it was pack ed 
with those who held tick ets to tho execution, 
while outside some 15,000 people surged in 
v ain attem pt to get a glimpse or an ink ling 
of w hat was going on inside, and gav e v ent 
to their feelings by an occasional yell or 
whoop. 
The prisoner was dressed in a neat 
suit of black , with a w aterproof cloak , but­ 
toned behind, throw n ov er all. 
As he de­ 
scended the steps to the jail yard the people 
on the house tops yelled. 
The scaffold was 
soon reached. 
Cluv erius was cool and col­ 
lected; he did not quiv er or show the slight­ 
est nerv ous em barrassm ent 
He stepped 
quick ly and naturally up the long flight of 
steps and stopped im mediately in the center 
of the trap door. 
His face had on it 
a beard 
of sev eral days’ grow th, and his countenance 
seemed fixed as by force of great will power. 
Sergt. Smith adv anced to the front of the 
scaffold, and, iu a loud and distinct v oice, 
read tho death w a rra nt 
Turning to the 
prisoner, after finishing the reading, he 
ask ed: “ Hav e you anything to say ?” To this 
Cluv erius replied in a v oice inaudible ten 
feet aw ay: “ Not a word, sir.” 
Rev . Dr. H atcher then said, “ Let us all 
pray,” and k neeling upon the rough pine 
boards of the scaffold offered a ferv ent ap­ 
peal to tho throne of mercy. 
D uring this 
prayer too prisoner remained standing. 
No 
trace of 
excitement was v isible, 
except 
that 
his 
eyelids 
quiv ered 
ev ery 
sec­ 
ond. 
His lmt had been remov e« !, and his 
brown hair glistened in the sunlight. 
W hen 
the prayer was ended the condemned man 
ask ed Dr. H atcher to come near him, and 
when the doctor did so, a few words in alow 
v oice were said to him. 
Turning to the 
crowd below, Dr. H atcher said: 
“ I am re­ 
quested by the prisoner to say just one word 
—that he carries no ill-feeling to-day against 
any one on earth.” Dr. H atcher then turned 
and bade the prisoner farewell. 
Deputy Sergeant Allen tied his logs toget her 
and put the black cap ov er his head and ad­ 
justed it and the noose, which latter was 
made of silk . 
A t 1:0S o’clock tho trap was 
sprung and tho body of Cluv erius shot down­ 
ward quick ly. 
Then a scene 
was w it­ 
nessed. 
The silk rope did 
poor serv ice, 
and 
it 
was 
seen 
that the noose had 
slipped and the rope stretched fearfully. The 
feet of Cluv erius were just touching the 
ground, and only a tu rn and a half of the 
hoose was left. 
H orror was on the faces of 
the spectators present, and in a m inute the 
polico were ordering ev ery one to leav e the 
premises. 
Dr. Oppenheimer examined the 
body, and a t first said the pulse was beating 
"regularly; tha t there were gutteral sounds 
for six minutes, gasps for breath, and indica­ 
tions of strangulation. The v ictim , howev er, 
did not writhe. 
His head hung on one side, 
and around the neck was a red, liv id m ark , 
made by the fall of eight fe et 
The color of 
the countenance commenced to change, and in 
sixteen minutes afte r the fall of the drop 
Drs. Harrison, Beale, and Cabell pronounced 
life extinct. 
Dr. Oppenheimer said tha t the 
neck had been brok en by the fall. 
Tho body 
was turned ov er to an undertak er, and will 
be sent to K ing and Queen county for inter­ 
m ent 
Cluv erius was hanged for the m urder of 
his cousin Fannie Lillian Madison. * Her 
dead body was found floating in the old city 
reserv oir here M arch 
14, 18&5. 
A reporter 
boldly asserted the m ur­ 
der theory. 
The body 
was identified and Clu­ 
v erius was arrested at 
his country home and 
brought 
to Richmond 
for trial. 
Facts in ev i­ 
dence showed that he 
was in Richmond on the 
night of her death; that 
she was about to become 
a m other; that Cluv erius 
had sedueed her, and an 
unbrok en line of ev i­ 
dence 
connected 
him 
w ith her m urder. 
He appealed to the *u- 
premo court of appeals of Virginia, and thi* 
court sustained the lower court, and he w as 
resentenced to be hanged on the loth of De­ 
cember, 1SS43. 
A t the request of Dr. Hatcher 
he was repriev ed until Friday, and no step 
was forgotten which would hav e tended to 
aid him. 
The case has attracted great at­ 
tention on account of its character. 
Clu­ 
v erius was 25 years of ag e and bred a law­ 
yer, graduating a t Richmond college here. 
He was a m em ber of the B aptist church and 
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a superintendent of a Baptist Sunday school. 
He wrote a tx>ok before he died, but there is 
no confession in it and nothing new. 
One interesting fact regarding the pris­ 
oner and his v ictim is that he was a collat­ 
eral descendant of President Tyier, and Miss 
Madison of President Madison.

15.—Tho 
situation 
among the coal strik ers of W eehawk on ha* 
change!. 
The strik ers are not hav ing things 
all their own way. 
Ov er 105 men employed 
by tin* Delaware and Hudson Coal company 
took possession of the deserted pier a t 7 
o’clock Friday morning. 
For tho first time 
since tho strik e began a flotilla of tug-boats 
were supplied by the com pany’s men with 
coal at tiittt pior, and were not compelled to 
help themselv es. The new men in their work 
were protected by 100 officers on the pier, 
and » Sheriff Heintzer had ev idently dono all 
he could to supply the company w ith the 
protection he had guaranteed. 
All 
the 
officers, it is said, carried rev olv ers. For some 
hours the strik ers did not apiiear in numbers, 
but there is no telling when turbulence will 
begin. 


D efau lter lfo k e 's Case. 
Otta w a, Can., Jan. 1.5. —W hen the case 
of Hok e, the Peoria defaulter, comes up on 
appeal before the court of queen’s bench 
a now and im portant point is to be raised 
in his behalf. 
Judge Brown, of the southern 
district of N« ?w York , ruled in the case of a 
Canadian named Ferrelle, who was held for 
extradition on a charge of forgery in Mon- 
tr« « al last fall, that original proceedings must 
bo instituted by the gov ernm ent of the for­ 
eign state from which the fugitiv e from jus­ 
tice comas, or by some person authorized by 
such gov ernm ent to act, and the prisoner 
was discharged, the application for his ex­ 
tradition hav ing been made by a priv ate in­ 
div idual who was affected by the crime com­ 
mitted. 
The case« are identical.

There may be authority for 
these representations—I do not know- 
but they were a surpise to me.” 


T h e Secret-serv ice officers made a 
strang e seizure in New York recently 
of a small painting representing the 
face of a United States $5 note. 
The 
work was done so well that it took close 
ex amination with a g lass to show that 
a note had not been pasted down on a 
piece of wood, as ev en tho mucilag e 
which had apparently been used was 
imitated. 
The law prohibiting tho 
counterfeiting and imitation of money

S imo n C amero n W il s o n, May or of 
Harrisburg h, Pa., who died recently , 


P ie r r e 
L o r il l ar d 
contributes 
a 
short but v ery sig nificant article to the 
December No rth America n Review, 
touching the “ burning questions” of 
present political economy . 
He say s, 
for one thing , “ I believ e in limited po­ 
litical socialism; that oceans, riv ers, 
canals, railway s, postal and teleg raph 
sy stems should be owned by the Na­ 
tional Gov ernment for the use of all, 
at as low a toll as will prov ide for their 
proper maintenance; that is, for the u.se 
of labor in both its forms—industry and 
capital. 
Rig hts of priv ate property 
should be respected. A man’s earning s 
whether by ability , luck, or wit, should 
be his entirely and without restraint 
during his life. 
There should bo no 
income-tax , which only offers a pre­ 
mium on fraud, and oppresses the en­ 
erg y of both labor and capital. 
A leg ­ 
acy tax should be laid, to the ex tent of 
say 10 per cent., on all fortunes in ex ­ 
cess of $2 00,000. 
This leg acy tax 
should not oppress the heir receiv ing so 
much property , and should not bo re­ 
g retted by tho dead, who was indebted 
to the protection of tho Gov ernment 
which enabled him to accumulate his 
wealth. 
This leg acy tax , leading to 
distribution throug h div ision of estates, 
could bo fairly collected. 
It would 
g iv e handsome returns to the State,and 
cause a considerable reduction of tax es. 
It would render the perpetuation of 
immense fortunes in a few families im­ 
possible, and would thus obv iate that 
g rav e impending dang er, the concen­ 
tration of wealth in sing le families, 
which wrecked the Roman Empire.” 
Mr. Lorillard’s article shows that, like 
many other able men—the wealthy and 
practical as well as the “ dreamers” and 
“ theorists” —he has been earnestly con­ 
sidering the “ sig ns of the times.”

loses his paper thus: 
“ I trust that 
these few words will be of some serv ice

As to Food. 
Opinions »boat eating hare taken a 
more aensible turn under late medical 
observations, contrasting with the time 
in memory when conscientious people 
studied to limit their fare to the fewest 
ounces that would sustain life. 
Pious 
people and infidel philosophers alike 
thought it an advance when they could 
record their daily diet 
at 
fifteen 
ounces, mostly of bread and weak 
drink. 
Bigid persons carried scales to 
the table and weighed their food, al­ 
lowing so many minutes and so many 
ounces, after which they rose from the 
tablehungryor satisfied as the case 
might be. Hygienic reformers are still 
harping on the mistaken rule, “Always 
rise from the table hungry,* as if the 
instincts of the body were given solely 
to be disregarded, and to be a constant 
uneasiness. 
This ascetic rule is one 
extrelne of the food question, opposing 
which we may place the homely old 
saying, that the way to eat mush and 
i milk was to “sit two inches from the 
table and eat until you touch.” Science 
and common sense alike forbid hunger 
and repletion. 
Dr. Hodges, before the Boston So­ 
ciety for Medical Improvement, takes 
high and well-sustained ground that 
“the body requires not only to be fed. 
but filled;” and says that the underfed 
absorb a large part of medical practice 
for the relief of diseases from the lack 
of nutrition, among which are nervous 
prostration, anamia, neuralgia, cough 
and throat troubles, constipation, back 
ache, and nausea or sick headache. 
The symptoms of “chronic starva 
tion,” 
he declares are 
found not 
only in Irish and Lancashire fam­ 
ilies 
or 
among 
underpaid 
op 
eratives 
and 
shop-girls, 
but 
in 
good families, among growing school 
children, boys fitting for college, so­ 
ciety girls, young mothers of families, 
and workingwomen. 
Quality of food, 
with all the heat and force it may con­ 
tain, will not make up for quantity, 
and the better educated classes readily 
deceive themselves and mislead others 
as to the amount of food necessary for 
welfare. Under the conceit that eating 
heartily is neither wholesome nor re­ 
fined, a habit of going without enough 
sustenance is 
established, 
till the 
stomach growls contracted from want 
of sufficient victualing, and the result 
is low tone, and weakness of body and 
brain. 
Much of the ill-humor, the 
dullness and flatness of intercourse, 
the failure in business and literature, 
is directly traceablo to defective nutri­ 
tion. 
The mind is slow or confused, 
the nerves give way under strain, and 
that snappishness results 
which is 
really a form of hysteria in men and 
women. The shortcomings of the usual 
diet are apparent, when it is seen that 
the ordinary daily ration of mixed fare 
should weigh within an ounce and a 
half of seventeen pounds of the hearti­ 
est food. 
The utter inadequacy of the 
genteel restaurant portion was forcibly 
shown at the Internat onal Health Ex­ 
hibit on in London, when the Vege­ 
tarian Society plumed itself on furnish­ 
ing six-penny dinners to four or five 
hundred persons daily. 
From the 
carefully kept account of the fare, com­ 
pared with the standard diet agreed 
upon by phisiologists, it appeared that 
six of the six-penny dinners would be 
needed to support a man during a hard 
day’s labor. 
And growing creatures, 
hard students, and overtasked women 
require not less than two-thirds this 
amount, or the body languishes, and it 
takes but a few years to establish dis­ 
ease. 
Experience confirms the neces­ 
sity of a heartier diet. 
Within twenty 
years the rations of arm es, and of 
charitable institutions, liosp tals, and 
prisons have been liberally increased. 
It is hardly possible to exaggerate the 
necessity for an amended diet, gener­ 
ous in quantity, quality, and variety.- 
The Coiigregationalist.

Scrofula 


The Great Sioux Reservation. 
The great Sioux Reservation of Da­ 
kota includes a large part of the south­ 
western part of the State. 
The treaty 
ceding this land to the Dakota Sioux 
tribes was maae in 1868. 
It gave 
them the country lying between the 
northern boundary of the State of Ne 
braska on the south, and the forty-sixth 
parallel of latitude on the north; be­ 
tween the Missouri 
River on the 
east, and the 101 tlx meridian of longitude 
on the west. 
This land was to be the 
permanent home of tho Sioux, and all 
occupation of it by white men was for­ 
bidden. 
This treaty was prepared by 
the peace commission which had been 
appointed in July, 1867, by Congress 
to investigate the Indian troubles then 
existing, to confer with the Indians 
concerning their causes of disaffection, 
and make treaties with them. The dis­ 
covery of gold in the Black Hills, on the 
southwestern part of the reservation, 
caused a violation of this treaty. 
The 
Government wished to purchase this 
tract, but the tribe would not consent 
to it. 
A deputation of Sioux chiefs 
visited Washington in May, 1875, but 
President Grant could not induce them 
to sign a treaty. 
Commissioners were 
sent to confer with the Sioux chiefs at 
a gathering at Red Cloud Agency in 
;September of the same year, but as 
the Indians set an exorbitant price on 
their lands the negotiations failed. 
A 
war followed, after which the limits of 
the reservation were somewhat changed. 
The 103d meridian was made its west­ 
ern boundary, and the land included 
Between the two upper forks of the 
Cheyenne River was made Government 
property again. 
This took from the 
Indians all the section of the territory 
known as the Black Hills country. 
The reservation now includes an ex­ 
tent of 21,593,128 acres. 
It is gener­ 
ally well watered, several fine rivers 
flowing through it. 
There is consider­ 
able timber along the river border. 
The land in the Missouri and other 
river villages is fertile, but probably 
less than one-tenth of the territory in-

BOYCOTTING IN INDIA. 


SOMEWHAT DIFFERENT FROM TH E 
PRACTICE IN OTHER COUNTRIES. 


Very Cartons Examp les of the IVactlre. 
Whole Famtliea Iloy cotted for Year» 
and Year» —What Gold Will Accom­ 
p lish—Outcast Women. 


Boy cotting, differing in some p articulars 
from the way in which it in done in the 
land where the English term originated, 
has been p racticed for ages in India. There 
is this great difference between Irish mid 
Hindoo boy cotting: the former is based 
mainly on p olitical, semi-p olitical, or ilscal 
reasons; whereas the latter is p racticed on 
p urely social or rtdigioua grounds. 
Then 
the Irish is severer than the Hindoo method 
in this sense, that no tradesman will sell 
any thing to the boy cotted man, who is 
more or less like a p risoner in his own house; 
whereas a boy cotted Hindoo can buy any ­ 
thing any where or go to any p laces he likes, 
only p eop le will not go to his bouse or 
asso­ 
ciate with him or his family in any way . 
On the other hand, the Hindoo is severer 
than the Irish boy cotting in that the latter 
may bo only temp orary , and rises at the 
cap rice of the boy cotters; whereas the for­ 
mer is often p ermanent, or can be done 
away with only by going through certain 
exp iatory rites or costly ceremonies, which 
com© hard even on the richer classes. 
A 
man may be boy cotted in Ireland for no 
fault of his own; but in India boy cotting 
follows up on a breach of observance of some 
timo honored custom, or by any p ublic 
offense against traditional notions of p ro­ 
p riety . 
Indian boy cotting is allied to out- 
casting, but is quite distinct from it and not 
half so severe. 
A man can lose his caste 
only by breaking ono of its woll defined 
rules, which are quite different from mere 
customs for 
observances. 
An outcast 
man is necessarily boy cotted; but a boy ­ 
cotted man keop s his caste all right os long 
as he does not act against its rules. 
Again, 
a man may be outcast, but not his fam­ 
ily for that reason; y et his relations will 
be boy cotted if they associate with him. 
SOME CURIOUS EXAMPLES. 
Let me now cite some examp les. Some 
y ears ago a learned Pundit gave his daugh­ 
ter in marriago when she was a few y ears 
older than the p rescribed marriageable ago 
among the Hindoos; and the offense was 
rendered doubly heinous by the p erp etrator 
being a Brahmin of high order. 
He was 
strictly boy cotted accordingly ; and, I be­ 
lieve, notwithstanding his great rep utation 
as a scholar and a benevolent p erson, and in 
sp ite of his endeavors to p rop itiate the Brah­ 
mins in many way s, he is still avoided by 
orthodox Hindoo* 
A whole fumily has 
been boy cotted for receiving and associating 
with one of its members who returned from 
England and had lost his caste through eat­ 
ing with Englishmen. 
One gentleman has 
been boy cotted forever for getting his 
widowed daughter married. 
If any body 's son or daughter-in-law 
associates with non-Hindoos p ublicly the 
offending individual is outcosted and the 
whole family is boy cotted. 
If a son does 
not mourn for his deceased father in the 
p rescribed manner he is boy cotted. 
In some 
p arts of India men are boy cotted for wear­ 
ing trousers of Europ ean fashion—or, in­ 
deed, any dress that was not worn by their 
ancestors of a thousand y ears ago. 
A well- 
known historical examp le of Hindoo boy cot­ 
ting is that of the Jey p ore roy al family , 
which was boy cotted for hundreds of y ears 
by the other Rajp oot roy al families for being 
the first Hindoo family of p rincely rank who 
offered a daughter in marriage to a mogul 
emp eror. 
In Rajp utana whole tribes ai-e 
often boy cotted if somebody does not p rop er­ 
ly observe the traditional customs or forms 
a connection with a lower caste or with non- 
Hindoos. 
WHAT GOLD WILL DO. 
But nowaday s boy cotting can bo raised in 
India by a judicious use of the almighty 
gold. 
I may mention a well known case. 
A distinguished 
Hindoo gentleman and 
merchant of 
a large Indian town was 
boy cotted for reforming p rop ensities. 
His 
old orthodox mother, who lived in the 
country , on the occasion of a religious 
festival directed the servants as usual 
to distribute offerings of rice, fruits and 
sweetmeats among the Brahmins of the 
neighborhood. 
To a man they refused to 
accep t the same on the ground that her son 
was deserting his caste. 
The old lady was 
deep ly chagrined and began to be mortally 
afraid of the destination of her soul after 
death. 
On hearing this her son went down 
to his country house and ordered the serv­ 
ants to take the offerings again to the Brah­ 
mins, this time p lacing five rup ees on each 
of the p lates. 
The exp edient answered won­ 
derfully well. 
The very Brahmins whoa 
few hours before had turned away the serv­ 
ants ignominiously now came running to the 
merchant's house and literally scrambled for 
the p resents. 
This story seems to justify the 
wiv ing of another rich Hindoo that 4'caste 
was in his iron chest." 
Boy cotting and outcasting are made 


double op p ressive to Hindoo women, and for 
the most trifling reasons. 
A married woman 
not p utting the « indoor (a m l p owder) on 
the jjarting of her hair is boy cotted. 
In the 
country If a mother-in-law eats or lives In 
the house of her son-in-law before her 
daughter has a child she will be at once boy ­ 
cotted. 
A y oung married lady was boy ­ 
cotted for not observing some ceremony at 
the birth of her child. 
A man can r e g a in 
his caste by p erforming the exp iatory rites; 
but an outcast woman, esp ecially if she 
has broken away from the zenana or asso­ 
ciated with non-Hindoos is never taken back 
to her c a ste .—Hindoo in Ht. James’ Gazette.
